Acting Asst. Surg. Castro-Gutierrez at Callao reports March 20 : 
At Lima one new case of plague was reported during the week ended 
March 11. At Salaverry plague and smallpox have decreased. Dur- 
ing the month of February there were reported at Salaverry 31 cases 
of plague with 12 deaths and 5 cases of smallpox with 1 death; from 
March 1 to 18 there were reported 2 cases of plague, the last case 
having occurred on March 2, and 3 cases of smallpox. In Trujillo and 
the Chicama Valley plague is reported to be diminishing. 

Bills of health from ports south of Callao show as follows: Mollendo, 
Peru (March 10), 2 cases of plague with 1 death in preceding two 
weeks; Arica, Chile (March 9), plague present; Iquique, Chile (March 
8), 8 cases of plague with 1 death in preceding two weeks; Valparaiso, 
Chile (March 3), smallpox present.

On April .8 the American consul general reported a case of plague 
at Caracas.

Consul Weddell reports March 4: 

From February 6 to 20 there were reported 3 new cases of smallpox, 
with 1 death. The total number or cases of smallpox reported 
from June 8 to February 26 was 260, with 141 deaths. The total 
number of persons vaccinated during the same period was 36,340. 

During the three weeks ended February 28 there were examined 
fbr plague infection 2,272 rats.
